NOT SO SATISnED 

O’HARE NEAR BOTTOM IN NEW AIRPORT SATISFACTION SURVEY

The travel experience is improving at airports 

across the country, but not so much in Chicago. 

O’Hare Airport was near the bottom in an air- 
port satisfaction study released this week by J.D. 
Power, while Midway Airport earned local brag- 
ging rights with a better-than-average ranking. 

“One of the key experiences that travelers talk 
about is the time it takes to get through an air- 
port complex,” said Jeff Conklin, vice president 
of the utility and infrastructure practice at J.D. 
Power. “O’Hare did not rank well for conges- 
tion— the time it takes to check in, the time it 
takes to go through security” 

Overall, O’Hare ranked 28th and Midway 13th 
among 31 large airports. Portland International 
Airport in Oregon topped the list, while New- 
ark Liberty International Airport in New Jersey 


provided the worst traveler experience, accord- 
ing to J.D. Power. 

Launched 10 years ago, the study measures 
overall traveler satisfaction at large and medium 
airports based on terminal facilities, accessibil- 
ity, security check, baggage claim, check-in and 
shopping. Overall scores have improved since 
the last survey in 2010, mostly due to upgrades in 
terminal facilities— everything from restaurants 
and retail operations to restrooms. 

O’Hare did not fare well in the terminal expe- 
rience, either. “The retail experiences, including 
food and beverages and restaurants and other 
shopping, isn’t getting as high marks as some of 
the other complexes,” Conklin said. 

O’Hare and Midway received high marks for 
accessibility ranking in the Top 10 for public 
transportation, Conklin said. Both airports also 


scored well for parking facilities. 

After Portland, the top large airports were in 
Tampa, Fla.; Las Vegas; Orlando, Fla.; Salt Lake 
City; and Denver. Joining O’Hare and Newark 
near the bottom of the list were Los Angeles In- 
ternational and New York’s LaGuardia. 

Midway which moved from the medium to 
large airport rankings with this study improved 
this year in part by passing the check-in test with 
flying colors. 

“The check-in process of getting your board- 
ing pass or checking baggage rated very well for 
travelers at Midway— in the Top 5 for large air- 
ports,” Conklin said. 

The study also found that MiUennials 
spend more on food and beverages and are more 
satisfied than Baby Boomers with the airport 
experience.

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DEFINING TRAITS OF 
*TOXIC* WORKERS

E very workplace has them. The colleague who bad-mouths you behind 
your back at the water cooler. The boss who takes credit for everyone 
else’s ideas. The sexist jerk people actively avoid by taking circuitous routes to 
the printer and lying about their happy hour plans. 


In a provocative new Harvard Busi- 
ness School working paper, researchers 
Michael Housman and Dylan Minor 
crunched data from 50,000 employees at 
II companies to come up with the person- 
ality profile of a “toxic worker.” 

Using information from a company 
that builds software designed by industri- 
al-organizational psychologists to assess a 
job applicant’s fitness for a particular po- 
sition, the researchers were able to gain 
an extraordinary window into a modern- 
day worker’s mind. 

First, a toxic worker isn’t necessarily 
lazy In fact, they tend to be insanely pro- 
ductive, much more so than the average 


worker. 

Housman, a workplace scientist at an 
analytics firm, and Minor, a visiting as- 
sistant professor at Harvard, explain that 
this may explain why these workers tend 
to persist in an organization despite their 
questionable ethics and morals: “There is 
a potential trade-off ... They are corrupt, 
but they excel in work performance.” 

The second characteristic: They’re self- 
ish. This characteristic was teased out 
in the job screening program by asking 
applicants questions like this one that 
makes them choose between two state- 
ments: “I like to ask about other people’s 
well-being” or “I let the past stay in the 


past.” Selecting the first would give them 
a higher so-called other-regarding score. 

Third, the toxic employee also tends 
to be overconfident about his or her abil- 
ities —a trait believed to lead to unreason- 
able risk-taking. 

“Someone that is overconfident be- 
lieves the expected payoff from engaging 
in misconduct is higher than someone 
who is not overconfident, as they believe 
the likelihood of the better outcome is 
higher than it really is,” the researchers 
explained. 

Finally, if a person is dead-set on follow- 
ing rules, there may be reason to worry 

Even though it seems counterintuitive, 
Housman and Minor said that those em- 
ployees who claimed in the questionnaire 
that rules should always be followed with 
no exceptions (as opposed to those who 
said sometimes you have to break rules to 
do a good job) were the most likely to be 
terminated for breaking the rules. 



Here’s how 
bosses treat 
workers during 
the holidays

Nearly half of employers plan to give their 
workers Christmas Eve as a paid day off, ac- 
cording to a new survey— one of several find- 
ings employees can use to judge how big of a 
Grinch their boss is. 

The annual survey put out by Bloomberg 
BNA, a subsidiary of Bloomberg that covers 
labor and several other topics, asked 368 em- 
ployers about their holiday practices. 

Here are some key findings: 

» 57 percent of employers plan to give their 
workers three or more paid holidays this sea- 
son, which usually means one extra day on top 
of Christmas Day and New Year’s Day It is 
in line with other years when Christmas has 
fallen on a Friday as it does this year, but down 
slightly from last year, when Christmas was 
on a Thursday Historically the worst years for 
getting extra paid holiday time off are when 
Christmas lands on a Saturday 

» 39 percent of employers plan to have at 
least a few workers on duty for Christmas and/ 
or New Year’s Day Service and maintenance 
workers, public safety and security personnel 
and technical staff are most likely to have to 
work those holidays. 

» 13 percent of employers with people 
working on holidays say those workers will get 
only their regular pay A third offer time-and- 
a-half pay a fifth offer double-time pay and 
nearly a tenth offer compensatory time off 

» 80 percent of companies will sponsor a 
holiday party nearly reaching pre-recession lev- 
els of festivities. The share of employers host- 
ing holiday events peaked in 2005, at 83 per- 
cent, and dropped to 67 percent in 2009. 

» 42 percent of employers will give gifts or 
bonuses to their workers, with the average 
expenditure of $50 per employee. Small busi- 
nesses are more likely to give gifts than large 
ones. Nonbusiness professions such as teach- 
ers, health care staff and government workers 
are far less likely to get gifts than their coun- 
terparts.

The end of the 
season is quickly 
approaching, and un- 
fortunately the Bears 
have all but sealed 
their fate with their 
heartbreaking home 
loss to Washington. 
With three games 
left on the schedule, 
Bears fans have been 
struggling with how 
to feel about this 
season and the team’s 

outlook for the future. 

The past couple of weeks the Bears’ weak- 
nesses have been exploited, and it has been 
difficult to watch. The defense’s inability to 
get off the field on third down along with the 
offense’s inefficiency in scoring touchdowns 
have been problematic, especially when you 
add in Robbie Gould’s missed field goals. 

Gould’s latest failures have made him the 
scapegoat for the team’s recent losses. As his 
once surefooted accuracy has gone by the 
wayside, his $4.1 million price tag (as in his 
salary cap hit) for the 2016 season may mean 
his days in Chicago are numbered. A talent 
deficit to overcome at multiple positions 
makes it hard to justify paying that kind of 
money to an underperforming kicker. 

And just like that our focus shifts from an 
unlikely playoff run to an audition of who’s 
going to be around next season. It will be 
interesting to see how hard the team plays 
the final three games. Linebackers Shea 
McClellin and Christian Jones have been

have to step up their play dramatically to 
warrant opportunities to be on any NFL 
roster next year.

M We’re at capacity” is not what I expected to hear outside of Queen 
Mary Tavern, the most recent addition to Wicker Park’s Division 
Street bar strip. Especially considering the location sat empty for 
40 years even amidst the bustling nightlife of a gentrifying neighborhood. Heisler 
Hospitality (Sportsman’s Club, Pub Royale) is behind the new maritime cocktail 
bar, but in a different lifetime, it was a neighborhood watering hole by Mary and 
Matthew Kafka. After Matthew’s unexpected passing in 1975, Mary shut the doors 
with little interest in giving up the space. Landlady Mary, 92, still lives upstairs. 
She’s the Queen of Division Street as far as the Heisler folks are concerned, and 
now she has the bar to prove it. 


THE SCENE 

My friend and I weren’t left shivering outside 
for too long. The narrow bar certainly was 
packed with laid-back flannel shirts, beards 
and the casual boat shoe-donning broster. We 
immediately grabbed a seat at the peninsula 


bar toward the back, a clever way to utilize 
space for more seating (and confuse drunk 
customers who don’t realize the people sit- 
ting behind the bar can’t get them a drink). 
Much of the woodwork is original, from the 
bar counter and back bar to the wood panel- 



ing. The idea was to “be as true to the spirit 
of Mary’s bar,” said general manager Dan 
Smith (The Barrelhouse Flat). 

The concept is inspired by the British 
Royal Navy battlecruiser Queen 
Mary that fought in the early 
1900S. With life jacket-like seat 
cushions, wood paneling 
on the ceiling and shelves 
lined with vintag 
rum bottles, / yf 
candlesticks j f [ [ 
and oil lamps, 
the intimate 
bar feels like the 
inside of a ship 
cabin. But the real 
inspiration comes 
through with the cocktail 
program, a tribute to “British 
maritime drinking tradi- 
tion,” Smith said. 


THE DRINKS 

“Splice the main brace!” reads 
the top of the menu; it’s a naval 
expression that came to mean 
“let’s drink” among crew For 
more than 300 years. Royal 
Navy sailors were entitled 
to a rum tot, or ration, 
every day “The official 
spirit of the Royal Navy 
i has always been rum,” 
Smith said. The menu 
highlights three spirits — 
rum, gin and scotch— and 
^ three European fortified 
wines— port, sherry and 
madeira. According to 
Smith, naval officers who 
had a budget to supple- 
ment the rum ration with 
other spirits had a prefer- 
ence for gin. The fortified 
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wines, offered both in cocktails and by the 
glass, round out the rest of the menu. Power- 
ful spices, such as cardamom, coriander and 
cinnamon, are also key ingredients in the 
drinks. 

The cocktails (most ring up at $12) are 
interesting and feature daring ingredients: 

A fizzy tart Nor’easter is spiked with long 
pepper, while the bitter St. Erasmus boasts 
citrusy curry leaf Those leafy floaters were 
curious to us, and my friend said, “I feel like 
Pm in Cabo.” Big spice flavors were most 
prevalent in the Clove Hitch, a play on a 
rum negroni with sweet figgy sherry wine, 
angostura bitters, rhubarb root amaro, car- 
damom, clove and salt (the secret ingredient. 
Smith said). Cardamom is a heavy hitter in 
this booze-forward and sophisticated drink, 
and it might be my go- to winter cocktail. The 
Stone’s Throw— a scotch cream drink with 
tahini-honey syrup made with cardamom and 
orange blossom water— also deserves a shout- 
out. The smoky scotch and Middle Eastern 
spices provide a solid balance of flavors in a 
mellow cocktail that could easily be mistaken 
for a creamy dessert drink. 

The daily grog ($10) is a series of rotating 
rum punches. Traditionally the Royal Navy 
rum ration was diluted with water, lime and 
sugar, creating a basic punch to keep soldiers 
from drinking too quickly You’ll also find a 
large format hot tea rum punch ($36, serving 
two to six people), which was a variation of 
earl gray with honey and lemon juice, angos- 
tura bitters and Cocchi Americano fortified 
wine when I stopped in. On the beer front, 
there’s Coors Banquet and two tap lines for 
house light and dark beers brewed spe- 
cifically for Queen Mary by local Aquanaut 



Brewing Co. Despite the small kitchen in 
the back, there’s no food at the moment, but 
Smith said that’s in the works. 

THE BOTTOM LINE 

Between the booze-forward cocktails and 
subtle vibe of the sea. Queen Mary Tavern of- 
fers enough to get you sewn up. Just like Pub 
Royale, the bar captures a piece of history 
without the kitschy campy embellishments. 
The inspiration lies more in the creative 
cocktail program, where it counts, than the 
decor. Let’s hope the Queen of Division 
Street is proud.

The amount of 
my friends who 
haven’t seen the six 
“StarWars” films is 
startling. 

Actually I only 
can come up with 

three people offhand. But for the best movie 
franchise of all time, even one is too many 
I know what you’re thinking: “This guy 
He’s just one of those Trekkies. An overzeal- 
ous nerd.” You may be right about the latter, 
but I’ve never actually sat through an entire 
“Star Trek” episode or movie. And “Star 
Wars” isn’t “Star Trek”! 


Sci-fi kings like “Star Trek” and “Lord of 
the Rings” do a good job of inspiring us to 
think about the future, even if they’re set 
in the past. Spock helps us imagine what 
happens when, for example, we finally get 
humans on Mars. And Gandalf ’s powers 
allow us to think about how to develop 
technology to accomplish magical things. 

“Star Wars” does this too. Lightsabers 
and blasters and droids and the Millennium 
Falcon bolster the future of society’s ad- 
vancement. But where “Lord of the Rings” 
takes place in a faraway, medieval-like world 
and “Star Trek” focuses on the plights and 
successes of just a few far-flung crew mem- 
bers, “Star Wars” thrives on being relatable, 
making aspirations attainable. 

The franchise, and all who have con- 
tributed to its canon, has created a fantasy 
society of characters in which people can 
see themselves participating. Every viewer 
wants to be on the light side of the Force. 

It’s also that the sum of all the characters 


is the human condition. At times, we’re na- 
ive like Anakin, spastic like C-3PO, leaders 
like Han, caring like Padme and troubled 
like Vader. I can see a bit of my 15-year-old 
brother in Anakin, a bit of myself in 3PO, 
a bit of my father in Han and a bit of my 
mother in Padme. And, for sure, we all have 
a bit of Vader inside us. 

I’m not one of these “Star Wars” mega- 
fans. In fact, I haven’t ever been that inter- 
ested in space, extraterrestrials or science in 
general. I’m wholly willing to admit that Nat- 
alie Portman has had better roles than Queen 
Amidala and that Hayden Christensen was a 
terrible choice for Anakin Skywalker. 

I don’t even own the movies. (Just a fitted 
hat, some pumpkin decorations and a Vader 
alarm clock. That’s aU. I swear.) But you bet- 
ter believe I’ll spend an entire weekend in 
my pajamas marathon-watching them from 
time to time. However distant the worlds, 
foreign the languages and superhuman the 
characters, I watch because the movies 
inspire me to be creative. And by forging 
characters that holistically capture our lives, 
the “far, far away” galaxy is actually closer 
than the famous pre-roll pretends. 

So if you find yourself wondering, “What’s 
the big deal?” or are in the anti-“Star Wars” 
camp with the three people I’ve forgotten 
to de-friend, I dare you to watch “The Force 
Awakens.” It’s OK to miss out on opening- 
weekend hysteria. But go. Don’t worry about 
how good Oscar Isaac or Lupita Nyong’o is 
or isn’t. Don’t worry about LucasFilm-Disney 
drama. Don’t worry if a man wielding a laser 
is talking to an annoying machine. 

Just watch. And be inspired. 


Does anyone else find 
*Star Wars’ boring? 


I just re-watched the 
six “Star Wars” mov- 
ies in preparation for 
“The Force Awak- 
ens.” Now that I’m 
done propping my 
eyelids open with 
spoons, I have to say: What a boring, boring, 
boring series of interminable garbage. 

I know diehards are already sharpening 
their knives, ready to cry “Trolling!” So, first: 
The intention here isn’t to slam those who 
love it. If you do, that’s fine. Second, hear me 
out: From each installment’s opening info 
dump to the countless flaws that kill pacing 
and deflate the endless, flat political discus- 
sion, “Star Wars” feels simultaneously simple 
and convoluted, and nothing that makes it 
complicated makes it interesting.

His name is Luke Skywalker. Of course he 
stands up and becomes a hero. Plus, an actor 
younger than Mark Hamill would have made 
this a better young-adult fantasy. 

SORRY, PRINCESS 

Princess Leia’s a mediocre character, frequently 
just on the side watching, and Carrie Fisher’s a 
stiff. By the time Leia actually does something. 


rescuing Han in “Return of the Jedi,” she be- 
comes a prisoner and dons the gold bikini. 
Really great use of a female character. 

MR. BINKS AND OTHER JUNK 

Everyone freaked out post-“Phantom Menace” 
about Jar Jar Binks-as they should have, since 
he’s one of the weirdest and least successful 
creations in movie history. But jeez, Natalie 
Portman, Ewan McGregor, Samuel L. Jackson 
and so many other talented people are turned 
into mush by this rigid nonsense (and Hayden 
Christensen, who isn’t talented). 

PLOT!!!!!! 

Through six movies, “Star Wars” refuses to of- 
fer compelling turning points or unexpected 
elements, and the whole paternity/sibling thing 
hardly compensates.

Change, excite- 
ment, momentum, complexity, a non-crappy 
space adventure: That I’m into.

A return to the original, 
in all the right ways 



“Star Wars: The Force 
Awakens” opened to 
the American public 
Thursday evening. 
And it is good. 

Not great. But far 
better than “not bad.” 
Solidly confidently good. 

Co-writer and director J.J. Abrams was 
a good choice to take over our persistent 
national bedtime story Abrams has done very 
well by the “Star Trek” franchise twice now on 
the big screen; his other two features, “Mis- 
sion: Impossible 3” and “Super 8,” were, you 
guessed it, both in the range of pretty good to 
good. Statistically that’s a solid batting average 
for a mainstream commercial filmmaker. 

And Abrams does just fine with the “Star 
Wars” legacy He juggles nostalgia with the 
more distracted and distractible tastes of a 
younger generation ofjedis in training. “The 
Force Awakens” ups the ante on the effects; 
the newlightsabers, for example, are far 
zwoopier and more destructive than the older 


models. The levels of mass slaughter, mostly 
bloodless and implied, are on the insane scale 
of a typical Marvel ‘Avengers” movie. There’s a 
new Death Star threat afoot, but this one’s far, 
far larger, and it’s solar-powered. So it’s good 
for the environment it’s designed to destroy 

Here’s why “The Force Awakens” works. The 
actors all get a little piece of the action. Sounds 
like a no-brainer, but so many effects-driven 
spectacles really don’t care about the faces on 
screen. Here you get a swell array of mugs, older 
and newer. 

“The Force Awakens” opens the same way 
the previous six “Star Wars” features began, 
with the words ‘Along time ago in a galaxy far, 
far away” The title crawl briefs us on the rise 
of “the sinister First Order,” even more Third 
Reichian in design and political subtlety than 
the Empire of old. We’re informed that the last 
remaining Jedi, Luke Skywalker, has vanished, 
and that a secret mission will whisk key “Star 
Wars” characters to the desert planet Jakku. 

On Jakku, a young Rey (Daisy Ridley my 
vote for MVP, newbie division) gets by as a 


scrap metal collector. The movie does all it can 
to establish its female lead as a strong, inde- 
pendent character. Still, “The Force Awakens” 
allows for only so much disturbance in the 
Force otherwise known as the Proven Money- 
making Formula. In mostly entertaining ways 
the movie feels like a remake of the first “Star 
Wars” from 1977. It’s easily the third-best in the 
franchise to date, behind the original, renamed 
‘A New Hope,” and “The Empire Strikes 
Back.” Abrams’ temperament and tastes are 
sincere and amusing in roughly equal doses. 


and that’s about right for “Star Wars.” 

I wish the script had come up with some- 
thing more inventive than a Big Gulp edition 
of the Death Star for its primary threat. Rey is 
a first-rate screen heroine in the making. As for 
Lupita Nyong’o, giving a motion-captured per- 
formance as a digitally animated saloonkeeper, 
she’s more than good enough to make you wish 
they’d gone another direction. Say of letting 
the actor do it for real, if only to take our minds 
far, far away from Jar Jar Binks. michael Phillips is

to be that great— the previews are filled 
with tired, obvious jokes, and if we’re honest 
with ourselves, we can admit that Fey and 
Poehler’s first movie together, 2008’s “Baby 
Mama,” wasn’t all that. But let me assure you 
that “Sisters” hones in on everything you love 
about Tina and Amy 
The film, directed by Jason Moore, stars 
Fey as the older sister, walking disaster Kate, 
and Poehler as her do-gooder, play-it-safe lit- 
tle sister, Maura. Their parents (James Brolin 
and Dianne West, unexpectedly hilarious in 
every scene) summon them back to Orlando 
to clean out their old room before they sell 
the house. Neither sister is pleased, but they 


decide to throw one last bash in their child- 
hood home, and shenanigans ensue. 

It’s a simple premise that could have 
gone mind-numbingly wrong, but Fey and 
Poehler take Paula Pell’s tightly written 
script and expand it in ways only they could. 
The extended cast is a who’s who of Fey and 
Poehler’s past, bringing in veterans from 
“Saturday Night Live” and “30 Rock” as if 
this really were a party between old friends. 
The two leads have the best rapport, but 
everyone’s dialogue is quick and sharp. Most 
bits play on for a bit, aided by everyone’s 
improv ability— the bloopers at the end give 
the sense that a lot of the funnier stuff was 
off the cuff 

Fey is especially fantastic, and it’s a treat 
to see her as such a foul-mouthed mess after 
years of Liz Lemon (though she does pull out 
a “Shut it down” as a wink to the audience). 
But underneath her raunchy cutting comedy 
is a story that taps into how hard it is to cope 
with the passage of time. The party and the 
script both run too long— getting a little 
sloppy toward the end— but the laughs along 
the way are genuine, and Fey and Poehler sell 
their characters’ arcs as the tender heart of 
this buddy comedy
